Lowpon, Nov. 17.— [Via Mackay- Bennett 
Cable to The Tribune. —Mr. Gladstone's speech 
at West Calder, thirteen miles from Edinburg, 
this afternoon is admittedly the best he has 
made thus far in the Midlothian campaign. 
Yet it is dowbtful if the points he scored will 
greatly affect the country, while the Tory 
speakers are sure to make the utmost possible 
use of his encomiums upon Lord Salisbury’s 
foreign policy. The chief incidentof the meet- 
ing occurred when Mr. Gladstone announced 
his intention to refer briefly to the disestab- 
lishment question. Up to this moment the

ours. We announced that we had offered cer- 
tain moderate terms to Russia. Lord Randolph 
Churchill instantly declared that he beard with 
pain and shame the declarations of the Premier 
showing that the interests and bonor of the 
country were being trampled under 
foot. That is the kind of  assist- 
ance we obtained. The present Gov- 
ernment saw that carrying out our policy 
was the only alternative, and adopted it and 
obtained our best support. Remember -the 
condition dt the Afghans when we assumed 
office. Their monarch had been brought in 
sorrow to the grave, their independence had 
been destroyed, and they were kept down by 
the British. Suppose the same insane policy 
had been followed. Could we have looked 
Russia in the face? Afghanistan was 
full of Russia's friends and allies 
ready to oppose use. Instead of that we 
brought peace to the Afghans. We withdrew 
our army and assented to the reign of a wise 
Ameer. Otherwise, I tremble to think of the 
consequence of a meeting with Russia allied 
to Afghanistan. I am likewise unable to com- 
plain of the Tory policy regarding the situation 
in the Balkans, It 1s reguiated on sound prin- 
ciples, which deserve support.

IN ITS FIGHT WITH THE CHARTER OAK IN- 
SURANCE COMPANY THE LATTER WINS. 
HARTFORD, Conn., Nov. 17.—|8pecial.]—The 

drift of the evidence in the hearing on a re- 

ceivership for the Charter Oak Life-Insurance 

Company bas indicated the result reached to- 

day—the abandonment of the case by tne State 

Iusuranoe Department. This end was reached, 

too, before the State had finished its side of 

the case, and before any evidence had. been 
brought out in behalf of the company other 
than that secured from the State's witnesses in 
their cross-examination. In local insurance 
circies the explanation is that the Insur- 
ance Commiss iouer overestimated the 
value of bis evidence or that his counsel 
attached too much importance to it. Two im- 
portant matters were brought out this morn- 
ing. One was several petitions from the larg- 
est policy-boiders in New York and Hartford 
protesting agaiast a rece vership, and the ocher 
was the presentation by President Bartholomew 
of facts and figures supporting the company’s 
own valuation of its assets. This afternoon 
the court suggested that without consuming 
further time with evidence counsel have a con- 
ference and agree upon some settiement. 


Coupling this with a previous intima- 
tion by the court the lawyers inferred 
that it was the Judge's opinion that 


the State had no case. The lawyers held 
a brief conference, resulting in the withdrawal 
of the application for a receiver. The court, 
in approving this, remarked that it appeared 
to be the wisest plan to leave the company’s 
property under the contro! of its poliey-hold- 
ers, for it could be disposed of now only at 
great sacrifice, The company agrees to pay 
the expenses of the insurance department in 
the case—about $5,000—and to make certain 
transactions to increase its assets, and to de- 
crease its liabilities by transferring the com- 
pany’s office building to certain policy-hold- 
ers, accepting in payment the reserve on its 
policies.

THE BUTTERINE CONTROVERSY.. © 

Col. R. M. Littler of the Produce Exchange 
yesterday received a brief note from Presi- 
dent H. B. Gurler of the Illinois Butter and 
Cheese Association in reference to the oqutro- 
versy going on between the butter and butter- 
me men. Mr. Gurier, who was recently inter- 
viewed by the reporter of a Cuſlcago paper, and 
who was furnished acopy of such interview 
as it appeared by Col. Littier, says that he was 
misrepresented and that his confidence was 
abused by the writer, who had used only so 
much of bis statement as suited other parties. 
He adds that be will be in Chicago today to 
confer with Col, Littler as to the means to be 
adopted to protect the butter interest. 

A letter was yesterday sent to the Board of 
Agriculture in reference to the charges made 
against the butter-manufacturers and 
course of the board. It recites the action of 
the board in declaring that persons of un- 
questioned integrity and responsibility’ bad 
vouched for the use of butterine by ‘so-called 
creameries,’’ and requesting that the names of 
the persons furnishing this jnformation be 
made public. The letter conciluGes: It should 
be evident to even ordinary intelligence that 
such an asseraon, and especially when pro- 
muigated by the tural Board of the 
great State of Lili if unéxpiaioed or unre- 
futed, must necessarily inflict immense injury 
to that great branchof agriculture (the dairy), 
which should be encouraged and not de- 
stroyed. This bold avermenot, which is seem- 
ingly encouraged if got indorsed by you, must 
be explained to the consumers of dairy prod- 
ucts and the public mM justice to the dairy and 
agricultural juteresis not only of Lilinois, but 
of the entire country.”

THE NATIONAL VETERINARIANS. 

The Veterinacians and Sanitary Boards of 
the United States resumed their session jas 
night. The Committee on Quarantine Rules, 
Regulations, and Transportation presented a 
resolution that the necessary quarentine of 
animals afflicted with or which have been ex- 

to contagious diseases be enforced by 
the National Government, and the transporta- 
tion of susceptible animals from and into infect- 
ed distriots be controlied by the same autbority ; 
that the various States be recommended to 
adopt uniform rules and regulations governing 
the admission of domestic animals into their 
borders until such laws are enforced, and that 
the present system of quarantining imported 
domestic animais be revised and be made to 
include sheep and swine. This was adopted, 
and Mr. Brush of Colorado presented a resolu- 
tion expressing satistaction with the work of 
the. National Bureau of Animal Industry. It 
was also adopted, the idea being to get the 
powers of the bureau extended. 

The report of President Huidekoper called 
attention to the alarming prevalence through- 
out the country of contagious diseases affect- 
ing domestic animals harmful to the agricult- 
ural and stock-raising industries. la view of 
the increase of disease, which was surely 
bringing a scourge on the country, and in view 
of the present inharmonious, puerile. and inad- 
equate legislation,” it was necessary to act 
promptly. This can only be done by the Gen- 
eral Government. But, in the meantime, he 
would advocate the absolute extermination of 
all auimais affected or which had been exposed; 
the interdiction of all commerce in domestic 
animals from localities which contain affected 
animais or from whivh the source of contagion 
can be conveyed. 

Dr. C. B. Michener of New York offered an 
addendum to the President’s report which asks 
for such action by the General Governmert, 
to be supplemented and'aided by State legisia- 
tion and State officials; also advocating the 
disinfecton and, if necessary, the total de- 
struction of stables and barns in which affect- 
ed cattie have been harbored. 

Dr. Hopkins presented a resolution which re- 
cited the fact that the cases of pleuro-pueu- 
monia have been stamped out in the State of 
llJnois, with the excepnon of four an:mais 
now upon the farm of John Boyd at Elmourst, 
Du Page County; that other and Ter 
ritories now maintain quarantine reguiations 
against the State of Ti!

the Criminal Court was completed yesterday 
by Judge Williamson and sworn infor duty. 


There is an impression throughout the coun- 
try that the cattle business has been developed 
far beyond what is necessary or even prudent, 
but this is not the case. Notwithstanding the 
wonderful increase of the last fifteen years—an 
increase which it is safe to say will never be 
repeated in the same time in this country, for 
lack of territory—we have just about the same 
number ot cattle per thousand inhabitants that 
we bad in 1850, and less than we had in 1860. 
In 1850 we had a population of 23,191,876 and 
17,778,907 head of cattie, or 766 cattle to the 
thousand inhabitants; in 1860 we had 814 cattle 
to the thousand population; in 1880 we had but 
716 bead to the thousand; and if we 
estimate our population in 1885 at 57,000, 000 
and our cattle at 44,000,000 we would only have 
772 to the 1,000 at this time, In other words, 
although our cattle have increased in an al- 
most fabulous manner, our population has in- 
creased with equal rapidity. It is, however, 
only this new region that has so recently been 


The whole question of foreign restrictions 
hangs round the great oentral point of disease. 
With the removal and stamping out of various 
diseases which afflict cattle and hogs these re- 
strictions would be withdrawn. In Great 
Britain the fight against disease has been long 
and continuous. Vast sums have been lost, 
but from statistics we find that year by year 
disease is successtully fought. In Germany 
there are many well authenticated cases of 
buman beings dying from trichina, none, how- 
ever, being traceable to American pork. 

In comparing tne reports of live cattle from 
the United States with those from Canada we 
find that the latter country increased her ex- 
portations very materially during the year 1884, 
while from our own country there was a very 
decisive decrease in cattle exports. The fol- 
lowing tigures show this matter very clearly: 
The number of animals imported into Great 
Britain from Canada in 1884 was 61,092 cattle,

This can, however, 
hardly be imputed to a lack of diligence on 
his part, as he is probably carrying out the 
economical policy of the Administration. The 
mail will bring intelligence from the German 
Capital slower but more cheaply than the 
electric wire. 


MANNING’S CONTRACTION POLICY. 

Shortly after the present Administration 
came into power there was a discussion 
among the financiers as to the proper inter- 
pretation of the Sinking-Fund law. It was 
Bristow’s opinion that the sum required by it 
should be accumulated each fiscal year, while 
Sherman thought a general average of sev- 
eral years would suffice. The new Adminis- 
tration declared that all computations of pre- 
vious years had been on an improper basis. 
Its fresh young doctors of finance did not 
actually upset the multiplication table or 
overthrow the principles of percentage which 
have had a fairly respectable following for 
some centuries, but — rejected. all the 
conclusions which been reached 
by the financiers — legal authori- 
ties of the Republican party. The 
form of the debt statement, which had some 
bearing on the subject, was changed, and 
then leading financiers” in various parts of 
the country were invited to send in new com- 
putations. The result was a lot of replies 
that differed widely from each other. This 
naturally brought still greater confusion to 
the minds of the Treasury officials. It was 
the opinion of a number of the correspond- 
ents that no special deposit in the Treasury 
Department should enter into the calculation. 
This would rule out the gold and silver cer- 
tificates. It was intimated that the Treasury 
officials took this view. If that is the case, 
the Administration has not made even a 
beginning of compliance with the Sinking- 
Fund law, for the bulk of the so-called 
reduction of the debt has been in 
the redemption of certificates. More 
than a third of the fiscal year is 
no Is Secretary Manning going to 
com this work? Ifso, when? If not, 
why not? The country wants to know and 
will presently get impatient. He may plead 
that the New York goldites have scared him 
and that he is afraid to use the funds which 
are in the Treasury for that very purpose; 
but there is the law. He did not make it 
and he has no right to disregard it. He has 
over $42,000,000 of gold at his disposal. A 
year ago last August the available gold in the 
Treasury fell to $17,000,000, and yet there 
was a bond call in September. Why cannot 
Mr. Manning do as much as his predécessors 
if he has the same resources at hand ? 

It is a great mistake to suppose that the 
management of the Treasury Department is 
a mere matter of bookkeeping. It was for 
twenty year serious matter of debt-paying. 
And those forms of the Government debt 
that are used as a circulating medium are 
not the ones which were in view when the 
provisions for the payment of the debt were 
made. It was presumed that the National- 
bank notes, the legal-tenders, and the certifl- 
cates would take care of themselves, and as 
for the greenbacks, the law explicitly pro- 
vides that they shall not be permanently re- 
deemed, but shall be reissued whenever they 
get into the Treasury. It is the interest- 
bearing debt that the law aims to extinguish, 
Secretary Manning prides himself on using 
the income of the custom-houses for the ac- 
cumulation of a reserve of gold. The law 
says: 

The coin paid for duties on imported goods 
shall be set apart as a special fund, and shall 
be applied as follows: First—To the payment 
in coin of the interest on the bonds and notes 
of the United States. Second—To the purchase 
or payment of 1 per centuw of the entire dent 
of the United States, to be made within each 
fecal year, which is to be set apart as a sink- 
ing fund, and the interest of which shall in |. ke 
manner be applied to the purcbase or payment 


of the public debt, as the Secretary of the 
Treasury shail from time to time direct. 


It is, perhaps, not fair to hold Secretary 
Manning responsible for the vaporings of the 
Democratic campaign speakers who accused 
the Republican Administration of holding 
vast sums in the Treasury that ought to have 
been in the hands of the people; and yet it is 
as their representative that he is at the head 
of the Treasury Department, and it is partly 
through their misrepresentations of the 
Republican policy that he has been raised 
from obscurity to a position.of great respon- 
sibility. He is not only doing the very thing 
for which those campaign speakers de- 
nounced the Republicans, but he is contract- 
ing the currency by keeping in the Treasury 
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worst bogy that has ever kept a 

awake nights, fails to distarb the dreams of 
a Bourbon who is sleeping under the Federal 
roof-iree. 

It might occur to a common man not 80 
profoundly versed in economics as Mr. Man- 
ning that keeping funds idle while paying in- 
terest on a debt already due is poor policy. 
A merchant having a large doposit in a bank 
who should go to another bank and borrow 
money. for the purchase of goods would write 
himself down an ass. The Government has 
a debt of nearly $200,000,000 which it can 
pay whenever it chooses, and it is running 
up a large interest account. Instead of re 
ducing that account, the Administration goes 
into such petty economies as transporting the 
precious metals by mail or on _ rotien 
ships; embarrassing the distribution of 
moneys needed in the transaction of busi- 
ness; discharging useful employés who 
draw small salaries, etc. The interest 
charge on the public debt was reduced more 
than 50 per cent during the last decade of the 
Republican Administration. The reform“ 
Administration wil) have to begin soon if it 
is going to beat that record. The field of 
achievement in redeeming certificates is a 
narrow one— the materiai will be exhausted 
long before Mr. Manning has placed his 
name on the scroll of great financiers, It 
may be, however, that he has adopted and 
extended the average theory of Mr. Sher- 
man in regard to the sinking fund—that he 
means to average down while he runs the 
Treasury Department, expecting the Repub- 
licans to average up when they get control 
again in 1889. 

But the people cannot always be relied on 
for good-natured acquiescence in his policy, 
They will ask more and niore questions as 
time goes on. If those questions are not sat- 
isfactorily answered they will conclude that, 
after all, Daniel Manning’s great forte is the 
management of a Bourbon newspaper, and 
will suggest that he return to his old home 
in Albany. 


WHY SERVIA AND BULGARIA ARE 
FIGHTING. 

Since the commencement of hostilities be- 
tween Ser-ia and Bulgaria the questions most 
frequently asked are: What are the two lit- 
tle provinces fighting about? Why have these 
two small States, identical in nationality and 
religion, and substantially so in language aad 
history, been insane enough to fly at each 
other’s throat, with a com=on Turkish ene- 
my to the south of em lying in wait to take 
advantage of the result cf their quarrel and 
subj: gate them both? 

Concisely stated, the war is about a small 
slice of territory lying in Southern Bulgaria, 
and recently absorbed by Bulgaria, which 
belonged to Servia two or three hundred 
years ago, before the Turks conquered her. 
The cireymstances leading up to the present 


situation may also be stated to give the read- 


er a clear idea of the merits of the struggle. 
Prior to the war between Russia and Turkey 
the three provinces—Servia, Northern Bul- 
garia, and Southern Bulgaria—belonged 
wholly or in part to the latter Power. By 
the treaty of Berlin eight years ago Servia’s 
independence was recognized, Bulgaria, north 
of the Balkans, was constituted an autonomous 
State under the suzerainty of the Sultan, 
and by the influence of Lord Beaconsfield 
the new Prince of Southern Bulgaria, mis- 
named by him Eastern Roumelia,” was 
created, with the condition that it should re- 
main under the direct military and political 
authority of the Sultan, subject to certain 
conditions of administrative autonomy. 
Northern Bulgaria comprises a strip of ter- 
ritory between the Danube and the Balkans. 
about 300 miles long by 100 miles wide. 
Eastern Roumelia lies south of the 
Balkans, and is of about the same dimen- 
sions. Servia, up to the time of the recogni- 
tion of her independence, had been under 
Turkish domination and had frequently been 
despoiled of her territory, though in 1834 
and 1872 some districts were restored to her, 
but notall that she claimed. 

In 1875, when the rebellion broke out in 
Herzegovina against Turkish oppression, Ser- 
via was persuaded by Russia to engage in 
hostilities against Turkey, and her army was 
commanded by a Russian General. Compen- 
sation was promised her by the restoration of 
her ancient territory, but that compensation 
was never made, It remained in Roumelia, 
then a part ot Turkey. Under the Berlin 
treaty new frontiers were fixed for Servia, 
but still the patch of territory which she 
claimed was not given to her. Meanwhile, 
during the negotiation of the treaty, Rus- 
sia vainly attempted to unite Bulgaria and 
Roumelia into one province. Failing in that, 
she gave her consent to the autonomy of Bul- 
garia and the appointment of a German 
Prince as its ruler, while Roumelia was 
erected into a new State under a new Gov- 
ernor-General. At last, under Russian in- 
fiuences, Roumelia threw off the Turkish 
yoke altogether and united herself with Bul- 
garia under the rule of Prince Alex- 
ander, thus carrying with her the 
slice of territory which Servia claimed. The 
demand now made by Servia is, that if 
Bulgaria is to be allowed an increase of ter- 
ritory by the absorption of Roumelia, then 
she shall be allowed to have back that part 
of her ancient domain which, since the union, 
is held by Bulgaria. Another part of it runs 
down into Turkish territory, but, as she dares 
not attack Turkey, she has made war upon 
Bulgaria to get back the rest. 

Both these provinces are now fighting des- 
perately with eack other. They are Slavonic 
by race and tongue. They have a common 
interest in the expulsion of the Turk and the 
recovery of their ancient territory, and yet, 
with absolute disregard of national unifica- 
tion and exposed to danger from their com- 
mon enemy, Servia presses on to occupy the 
Bulgarian Capital. What is behind all this ? 
They are only pawns on the Eastern chess- 
board, the one moved by Austria and the 
other by Russia. What will happen when 
the big pieces are moved ? 


THE SLOUUMB LAW IN NEBRASKA. 

lowa, Nebraska, and Kansas are adjoining 
States, with substantially the same classes of 

population and a striking similarity in all 
their conditions. For years these States 
were in a ferment over the liquor question, 
but Nebraska was the only one that found a 
solution which satisfied the people and put 
an end to the agitation. Kansas and Iowa 
adopted inflexible prohibition, and are still 
involved in intestine broils over nullified 
laws, municipal and local rebellions, and the 
disgraceful lawlesness arising out of the at- 
tempts at coercion. Nebraska adopted a law 
giving cities, counties, and towns the option 
of prohibition or high license, thus doing 
away with municipal lawlesness and abol- 
ishing the rule of free whisky in every quar- 
ter of the State. In each locality the people 
are able to secure the system which accords 
with local sentiment and can be successfully 


prohibition to high license or the reverse is 
confined to the locality concerned, and is set- 
tied in accordance with the will of the people 
who are immediately affected. Nebraska 
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courts by local officers and in accordance 
with the verdicts of juries drawn from the 
vicinity, The consequence is that a med- 
dling sumptuary law opposed to local senti- 
ment is not, properly speaking, a law at all, 
and cannot be enforeed in an unwilling eom- 
munity where the power to govern rests on 
the consent of the governed. An officer 
vested with power to declare martial law, 
and supported bya sufficient force of in- 
fantry, cavalry, and artillery, might be able 
to coerce a hostile eity or county into obedi- 
ence to a sumptuary statute; but no such re- 
sult can be reached where justice is adminis- 
tered in civil courts according to the repub- 
Jican system of government by the people. 
In Kansas and Jowa the prohibitionists 
sought to modify the American principle by 
denying the right-of a jury trial in liquor 
cases; but still in localities where the Prohib- 
itory law is hateful) and odious to the majori- 
ty it is impossible to secure informers or 
witnesses, and the attempt to override the 
will of the people on bibulous questions by a 
paper statute remains utterly futile. If the 
law concerned anything else than a regula- 
tion of the appetites of the people there 
might be some chance for its enforcement; 
but sumptuary statutes are so odious in many 
communities that only military power can 
give them any effect. 

Kansas and Iowa have secured paper pro- 
hibition in localities where public sentiment 
is hostile thereto, ~Nebraska has prohibition 
wherever the people desire it, but it has also 
the restrictive power of high-license taxation 
in every community rejecting prohibition. 
The Nebraska system accords with the Amer- 
ican doctrine of local self-government and 
under it the laws are fairly enforced in ac- 
cordance with the public sentiment which 
alone gives them any vitality. The liquor 
traffic is prohibited in some localities and 
strougly curbed in all. There is not a 
community in Nebraska where the traffic is 
not under heavy bonds; but in Iowa impessi- 
ble paper prohibition has turned the cities 
over to the absolute rule of untaxed whisky 
and produced the shameful spectacle of laws 
openly and boldly defied. The contrast be- 
tween the two plans was most vividly shown 
in Senator Sutton’s letters to Tue TRIBUNE 
giving an account of the results reached in 
the two States. Senator Sutton was an act- 
ive and influential advocate of the inflexible 
Prohibitory law adopted in lowa, but in the 
light of experience and further information 
avows his preference for the Nebraska plan, 
which includes all the good of the other with- 
out its evil.

THE CANADIAN PROBLEM. 

When the Canadian Pacific Railroad was 
projected fourteen years ago it was held by 
the promoters that when completed it would 
be a great bond of commercial and national 
union between the Canadian provinces, It 
had its inception » when the Dominion 
Confederation formed. It was part of 
the so-called national policy of’ Sir John 
Macdonald, and the scheme for its construc- 
tion was perfected when British Columbia 
was ad mitted to membership in the Dominion. 

The road has been completed, but it is 
not likely to fulfill the mission of its pro- 
moters and projectors. It is nearly thirteen 
years since the first tie was laid. During that 
time the Canadian provinces have not be- 
come more united. On the contrary, the com- 
pletion of the road finds the Dominion ap- 
parently on the eve of disintegration. The 
confederation will not survive the overthrow 
of the Macdonald Ministry if we are to be- 
lieve the Canadian prophets themselves. 
The Riel unpleasantness in British Columbia 
is likely to lead to much more unpleasantness 
nearer the seat of Government. The dis- 
pute about his fate has revealed to the people 
of the United States the utter incompatibility 
of the quasi-union between the two prov- 
inces, and convinces them, with Goldwin 
Smith, that New France is a separate 
nation from British Canada”; that ‘the 
representatives of British Canada and New 
France may sit in the, same Parliament, but 
they will act in different interests”; that 
fusion is out of the question”; and that 
it becomes more hopeless every hour.“ 

Nor is it between Quebec and Ontario 
that this incompatibility alone exists. The 
Maritime Provinces are already tired of the 
confederation. They say they are tired of 
being taxed for the benefit of Ontario. New- 
foundiand has all along refused to enter the 
confederation, and a correspondent of the 
Toronto Week says: Nova Scotia is on the 
brink of a repeal agitation which nothing 
will stay save a broad commercial union with 
the United States.” Mr. J. W. Longley, a 
well-known Canadian publicist, whose letter 
on the ** confederation” failure in Canada is 
treated to editorial type and double leads in 
Goldwin Smith’s paper, says: 


Look atit how we may, it cannot be denied or 
ignore’ that not one province of this Dominion 
has gained by confederation, and it is the 
simplest thing in the worid to establish that 
every one of them is being injured by it at this 
moment, and must continue to pay the penalty 
of the foliy which, from pure sentiment, per- 
petuates a system which never bad any sound 
basis and can never be anything but «a con- 
spicuous failure, sooner or later manifest to 
the dullest. 

The same gentleman shows conclusively 
that the tendency of the Maritime Provinces 
Nova Scotia, New Brunswick, Newfound- 
land, and Prince Edward Island—is to union 
with the United States. There is hardly a 
product of their soil that is not sold in the 
New England markets. ‘They in return buy 
most of their goods in Boston, New York, 
and Portland. He says: 

The Boston market rules the price of half 
the Aer products of Nova Scotia and New 


Bru ick. And yet for over eighteen years 
ail trade between the Maritime Provinces and 
the New England States has been over two 
great bostiie barriers in the form of custom- 
houses. Let any all-powerful potentate stand 
in the midst of the people of the Maritime 
Provinces and prociaim that for the future 
there sbould be no more trade with the United 
States, and every man would turn pale with 
despair; but if heshouid proclaim there should 
be no more trade with UOotario there would be 
nothing but laugbter, for, after eighteen years, 
with all the fostering care vf a Government 
determined to work out the scheme ot con- 
federation, with ail ahgnaot influences 
of anauional policy framed for the express 
purpose of compellm by the iron arm of the 
law an inter-provinciai trade, there is prac 
tically no trade between the Maritime Prov- 
inees and Ontario. 


Equally is this so in the Northwestern Prov- 
inces, The farmers of Winnipeg get their 
agricultural ‘implements, their hardware, 
their kitchen utensils in St. Paul, Minne- 
apolis, and Chicago. They send their prod- 
uee in exchange. If the artificial barrier of

In voluntary political as well as commer- 
elal union with the United States lies the 
hope and the future of the Canadian prov- 
inces, 


Ir is stated in the local reports of the daily 
papers that the machine Democrats are confi- 
dent that Judge Prendergast will appoint two 
partisan Democrats as Election Commission- 
ers, giving the Republicans but one, and he 
possibly for the short term—or single year. 
The machine Democrats profess to count 
upon this as a matter of course, claiming 
that, as Judge Prendergast himself is a 
Democrat, he is expected by Van Pelt, Me- 
Donald & Co. to act in this matter as a par- 
tisan. But this would be very unfair treat- 
ment towards the friends of thelaw. Equity 
and justice plainly require that the new law 
should be administered by its friends. The 
bill was passed by a Republican Legislature, 
receiving the solid Republican vote of both 
Houses, and was opposed by the solid Dem- 
ocratic vote of both Houses save one. The 
Cook County Democratic delegation fought 


the passage of the law bitterly from first to 


last, and the Democratic organization in the 
City of Chicago, as is well known, opposed 
the ratification of the law by the people so 
long as it dared to exhibit its hostility. Every 
vote cast against the adoption of the law was 
cast by the Democrats; the Republican vote 
alone gave the law 2,500 majority. Its addi- 
tional majority came from Democrats who 
were constrained by reason of its merits to 
support it against the open and covert hostil- 
ity of their leaders, Judge Prendergast has 
a judicial duty to perform in this matter 
rather than a partisan one. It is his duty to 
the people of Chicago to see that the law is 
fairly and faithfully enforced according to 
its provisions. All of the Republicans are 
strong friends of the law, and, admitting 
that one-half of the Democrats are 
friendly to it, certainly two of the 
three Commissioners should be Republicans, 
for the law was carried through the Legisla- 
ture by them alone, was adopted by them, 
and should therefore be administered by 
them, Judge Prendergast cannot reasona- 
bly be asked by the Democratic machine to 
place the’ administration of this law in the 
hands of partisan Democrats, which in effect · 
means its enemies, since he himself holds 
his position on the bench by the votes of Re- 
publicans, for had he not received the sup- 
port of several thousand Republican voters 
he could not have been elected; nor can he be 
reélected without such help in this strongly 
Republican county. There is no question 
before the people of Chicago at this time on 
which the Republicans are more sensitive 
than the manner in which the new Election 
law is to be admmistered. If the minority 
party of the city is to have control of it, and 
the men controlling that minority party being 
the enemies of the law, there will be a feel- 
ing of bitter disappointment at Judge Pren- 
dergast’s action which no explanation will 
satisfy.

Miss Ridgeway is still hopelesiy 
infatuatea with Anderson, and vows that she 
will never desert the only man she ever loved.

A WONDERFUL CAREER OF CRIME.

The police searched his cottage at Aston, 
another suburb, where the middie-aged burg- 
lar lived a most respectable life.

It now appears that 
the burglary of houses where weddings had 
taken place was his specialty. His love 
for attending church turns out to have 
been caused by his desire to hear the 
bans publisbed, so that be might get the 
earliest information on weddings. Much of 
the property discovered has been claimed, and 
there is proof enough against the burglar to 
send him into penal servitude for the rest of 
his natural life.

A MURDERER BEHEADED. 
JULIUS ADOLF LIESKE, THE MURDMRER OF 

DR. RUMPFF, PAYS THE PENALTY FOR 

HIS ATROCIOUS CRIMB. 

CASSEL, Nov. 17.—The Socialist Lieske, who 
was convicted of the murder of Police-Council- 
or Rumoff at Franxfort-on-the-Main the night 
of Jan. 18 last, was today beheaded. He pro- 
tested till the last that be was innocent of the 
crime, and behaved in a composed manner. 


[Julius Adolf Lieske, a shoemaker and Socialist, 
was executed for the murder of Dr. Kumpff. a Po- 
lice Councilor who, the evening of the 18th of 
January last, was found lying on his own doorstep 
at Frankiort-on-the- Main bieeding to death from 
two terrible wounds in the breast. Owing to the 
peculiar circumstances of the case, which recalled 
in some particulars the barbarous assasination 
of Lora Frederick Cavendish in Phenix 
Park, the pews created a profound sensa- 
tion in all parts of the Empire. The 
crime was committed at an hour—8 o'clock in the 
evening—when plenty of people were usually 
passing to and fro in the street where the victim 
lived, The latter, it was found, had been stabbed 
in the chest in two places with a long double-edged 
knife or dagger, and the attack was so sudden and 
the deed executed with such address and expedi- 
tion that the murdered man was unable to give any 
alarm, while the perpetrator was abie to get clear 
away. Asthe watch and purse of the deceased were 
found untouched in his pockets, it was evident 
that the murder was not committed for the sake 
of plunder, but that it was a political crime. The 
horror created by the outrage was such that the 
police im all parts of Germany were more than 
usually vigilant, and the 19th of January a Baden 
gendarme, finding the accused in a tavern in Hock- 
enheim, where he was a stranger, asked him to 
show hie pass, and, as he was unable to do 80, ar- 
rested him. Wuile he was being taken to the police 
station, Lieske tried to escape, and fired upon 
his pursuers, but he was recaptured and brought 
up next morning at Mannheim. There he gave 
bis right name, and on being asked to explain a 
wound of recent origin in his left hand stated that 
it was caused by some pieces of broken glass. Cir- 
cumstences, however, immediately afterwards ex- 
cited the suspicion that in Lieske the police had se- 
cured the perpetrator of the Frankfort assasina- 
tion. To Franktort he was accordingly next re- 
moved, where a short trial ended in conviction and 
sentence to death. | 


THE RUSSIAN HARVEST. 
REPORT OF THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRI- 

CULTURE FOR 1885—SOME MOST INTEREST- 

ING FIGURES. ; 

St. PeterssurG, Nov. 6.—The Department 
of Agriculture has published its report on the 
barvest of cereals for 1885. This summer has 
been distmguished by great uniformity of 
temperature throughout European Russia, and 
by extraordinary drouth during the early 
months, followed by very abuadant rains dur- 
ing the last part of the season. The only ex- 
ceptions were in the districts of the Ural and 
the Provinces of Orenburg and Perm, where 
the first months of summer were remarkable 
for the low temperature and rainy weather. 
The average temperature has been bigher this 
summer than it was last year. Hailstorms 
have caused damage estimated at over 1,800,000 
rubles, 

The harvest in general has been above the 
average for winter wheat aud below it for 
spring wheat; the partial failure of the latter 
having been due to the drouth prevailing in 
the early part of the summer. in the result, 
the crop of rye has been somewhat above the 
average. Out of, fifty provinces, this grain has 
produced 105 fold in 14, 95 to 104 fold in ten 
others, 75 to 94 fold in twenty more, and, on 
the whole, a bad crop in the remaining Gov- 
ernments. The barvest of winter wheat has 
been a good one, particularly in the Provinces 
of Tamboff, Poltava, and Voronej. The spring 
wheat crop has failed everywhere. The oat 
crops have also been generally bad; and con- 
sidering, besides, that the cultivation of this 
ceres| has been considerably diminished 
throughout the Empire, the year 1885 has been 
an exceptionally unfavorable one for oats. All 
the other cereals fell short of the average. 
The beetroot crop bas been a gocd one, and the 
cultivation of tobacco has given satisfactory 
results. 

It is estimated that this year’s harvest will 
give an increuse of 10,000,000 quarters, or from 
8 to 10 per cent, forrye; and one of 1,000,000 
quarters, or from 7 to 8 per cent, for winter 
wheat; as against decreases of 7,000,000 quar- 
ters, or 24 per cent, in spring wheat; about 
25,000,000 quarters, or from 25 to 26 per cent, in 
Oats; and 5,000,000 quarters, or 24 per cent, in 
barley. The total harvest in spring and winter 
wheat is calculated at 386,000,000 quarters, 
which is 6,000,000 quarters, or about 20 per 
cent, less than the average. 

As to the hay crop, at the close of the season 
itis not expected to bea very good one, al- 
though the rains of July and August have con- 
siderably improved it. The fruit harvest shows 
a decrease of insignificant amount.

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An Historical Sketch of Metal Ves- 
sels Built at Shipyards on 
the Lakes. 


A New Line of Steamers for the Duluth 
and Canada Route General 


Several days ago members of the firm of William 
Cramp’s Sons, iron shipbuilders of Philadeiphia, 
arrived in Chicago for the purpose of familiarizing 
themselves with the harbor and the construction of 
some of the more important lake steamers. A ru- 
mor bas been set afloat that the Sramps contem- 
plated locating an iron shipbuilding plant at either. 
this port or South Chicago and enter into competi- 
uon with the shipyards at Detroit, Buffalo, and 
Cleveland; but it is scarcely probable that the ru- 
mor is well founded, as the lake marine is not iu a 
sufficiently prosperous condition to justify the in- 
vestment of outside capital. The main object of 
their visit was to obtain information to be 
used in the modeling and construction of a 
monstrous iron steamer that the company has con- 
tracted to build during the winter for the Anchor 
Line. The steamer is designed for the Buffalo and 
Chicago route, and, as the Cramps have heretofore 
confined themselves to the construction of ocean- 
going vessels, they considered it advisable to study 
the requirements of a lake craft before beginning 
one. It has been decided to build the new steamer 
after a modified model of the Onoko, and of nearly 
the same dimensions. Mr. Evans, manager of the 
Anchor Line, was the author of iron vessels on the 
lakes, and believes that they will ultimately super- 
sede wood-built craft. He also realizes that the 
future lake-carrier must be able to take grain trom 
Chicago to Buffalo at I cents a bushel and earn 
a fair margin for the owner. The new boat 


is to be constructed on this principle. She wiil- 


have a carrying capacity for about 100,000 bu of 
wheat, and her machinery is to have sufficient 
power to drive her through the water at the rate of 
about fifteen knots an hour. She will probably be 
put together at Buffalo, and, if satisfactory ar- 
rangements can be made, will be largely construct- 
ed there. The popular prejudice against metal 
steamers on the lakes appears to be dying out, al- 
though many still hold to the opinion that the nar- 
row and shallow waters, reef-studded channels, 
and overcrowded harbors of the lakes are 
better suited to vessels built of oak. The 
Algoma disaster illustrates this theory, although 
some of the leading lake shipbuilders will 
dcubtiess claim tat the Clyde-bullt steamer could 
have better withstood the unmerciful pounding on 
the rocks if she had been given a double bottom, 
like thé Onoko, Jewett, Chisholm, and otber lake- 
built metal vessels of recent years. Iron hulls are 
strong and durable if they are kept in the water, 
but when they come in contact with an immovable 
obstruction something is bound to give. A strong 
wood-built vessel might pound on a reef for weeks 


and then be released with comparatively little 
damage to her bottom, while a single knock on the 
bottom of a metal craft might send her to the bot- 
tom. The first iron vessel ever floated on the 
lakes was the United States stmr Michigan. She 
was built at Pittspurg and put togetheer at Erie in 
1843. For forty-two years she has cruised about 


the lakes, and is still doing duty, having paid a 


visit to Chicago last summer. 

The first attempt at building an iron steamer at 
any of our lake ports was in 1861, when the screw 
prop Merchant was launched at Buffalo. At that 
time the Merchant was considered a monster, al- 
though she registered only 720 tons. Her dimen- 
sions were as follows: Length, 200 feet; beam, 29 
feet: hold, 14 feet. This attempt, however, to 
subdstitute iron for oak in the construction of lake- 
going vessels did not awaken a desire on the part 
of vessel-owners to build of the same material, as 
no other iron boat of consequence was launched on 
the lakes until six years later, when the prop Phil- 
adelphia came out. Both the Merchant and Phila- 
deiphia were built for K. T. and James Evans. 
The former is the present manager 
of the Anchor Line. The Philadel- 
phia is still in existence. The Merchant 
suffered disaster while she was yet comparatively 
new. During the fali of 1876, while bound from 
Chicago to Buffalo, she ran on Racine reef and 
became a total loss. At the time of the accident 
expert wrecking masters declared that a wooden 
steamer would have survived the storm that 

the Merchant to pieces. When the Anchor 
was formed its managers contracted for four 
new iron propellers, which were completed at 
Buffalo in 1871. Five other iron steamers were 
built at Buffalo from 1870 to 1873. They were as 
follows:

The India, China, and Japan, all of which are 
passenger boate, and built with a view to both 
speed and safety, were found to be deficient in the 
latter respect after a costly experience. They 
were constructed with a sigle shell bottom, and, 
while passing down the St. Mary’s River, one of 
them ran on an obstruction. Her bottom was per- 
forated and shesunk. After this lesson all three 
were hauled out and their bottoms sheathed with 
elm. Of the others mentioned in the above list the 
Java was lost on Lake Michigan in 1878. A coup- 


_ ling to her shaft broke, and tne shaft plunged 


through her iron plates, causing the ship to go 
down in deep water in a very few moments. About 
a year ago the Scotia was driven ashore on Kewee- 
naw Point, Lake Superior, andin less than forty- 
eight hours after stranding had broken in two. 
She was the heaviest loss suffered by the under- 
writers last year. The others are still afioat. 

In 1870 an iron-ship-yard was established near 
Detroit. The first iron boat of any consequence 
built there was the sidewheel steamer City of De- 
troit, During the succeeding four years the fol- 
lowing were turned out:

Brunswick and 
Michigan no longer exist. The same year the 
Brunswick came out she collided with a smail 
schooner on Lake Erie and was sunk near Dun- 
kirk. Her crew narrowly escaped with their lives. 
Her master said that a wooden steamer would 
have scarcely been scarred by the biow that sent 
this costiy metal craft to the bottom. The loss of 
the Michigan is fresh in the minds of the marine 
public. She and the Wisconsin were built after 
one model for the Milwaukee and Grand Haven 
route, and were expressly designed for winter 
work, their bows being rounded off for the purpose 
of crushing ice. The Wisconsin was the first to 
meet with mishap. While entering the harbor 
at Grand Haven she struck the pier and 
went down, involving a heavy loss. Last winter, 
while crossing the lake from Grand Haven to Mil- 
waukee, the Michigan was caught in an ice-nip. 
For more than a month she remained in midiake, 
surrounded by a vast field of ice. One day the ice 
opened and the Michigan attempted to work her 
way through the crevice to open water, but the ice 
closed in again and her strong sides were crushed 
in as easily asif they had been constructed of 
glass instead of thick plates of iron. The steamer 
went tothe bottom, and the owners and under- 
writers suffered aloss of $200,000. At the same 
time ber sister ship, the Wisconsin, had her side 
cracked open by the ice, and she was only saved 
from a similar fate by the prompt action of her 
crew in shifting the cargo so as to bring the cracked 
plates above water.

Several steamers now here are 
anxious to get loads of grain to Buffalo s0 as to 
b back before the close of navigation, but 
it looks as if most of them would have to lay up 
here or go down light, The prop W. H. Barnum 
and schr Annis Sherwood loaded flaxseed yester- 
day on contracts made last week. 

Lumber shipments are about closed up. There 
were twenty vessels for every load offered yester- 
day. The only charter of note was the schr City 
of Green Bay for lumber from Oscoda to Chicago 
at $3. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Nov. 17.—[Special.]—The 
steam-barge Rube Richards is chartered for pig- 
iron from Erk Rapids to Cleveland at $1.75, free 
in. She goes down alone, the barge May Richards 
being laid up bere, The steamship Iron Duke left 
for Escanaba to load ore. She takes her 
consort down from St. Ignace. The barge Donald- 
son got away with the prop Cuba, but the David 
Stewart did not leave, being delayed with her 
cargo. She commenced loading yesterday morn- 
ing, and has been to three elevators, but is not yet 
loaded. 

CLEVELAND, O., Nov. 17.—[Special.]—More is 
being done at this port towards stripping and lay- 
ing up vessels for the winter than in chartering 
them for cargoes.

DOINGS OF THE REVENUE COMMISSION— 
THE GRAND ENCAMPMENT OF ODD-FEL- 
LOWS IN SESSION—OTHER MATTERS. 
SPRINGFIELD, III., Nov. 17.—(Special.)/—In 

the Revenue Commission today Mr. Duff called 

up the following resolution, introduced by him 

Oct. 14: 


WHEREAS, The annual advertisement of the de- 
linguent list of lands by Collectors is an expense 
each year of several hundred thousand dollars. 
which is ultimately paid by the most unfortunate 
class of taxpayers without any corresponding ben- 
efit to them or the public; therefore, 

Resolved, That 182 of Revenue law be 
amended s0 as to ‘ as follows: At any time 
after the —— day of —— next after the taxes and 
special assessments become due, each County Col- 
lector shall give notice in two newspapers pub- 
lished in his county, but if only one newspaper its 
published in his county then in it, and if no paper is 
published in his county, then in the nearest news- 
paper in this State to the county seat of such 
county, that the first day of the next May term of 
the County Court of said county he will apply to 
said court for a judgment and order of sale 
against all the delinquent lands and town 
lots in said county, and the fifth Monday 
thereafter, at the court-house door in said ——, 
he will expose to public sale all the lands and 
town lots against which judgment was entered and 
on which the taxes, special assessments, and 
costs then remain unpaid, which notice shall be 
inserted in such newspapers for three successive 
weeks, the first insertion to be at least twenty 
days before the first day of the term of court at 
which judgment is to be taken. 


The substitute section was adopted by a vote 
of 5to 4. 
On motion of Mr. Duff Sec. 183, in regard to 
s against real estate for personal 
taxes, was stricken out and the following 
adopted as a subatitute: 


When it becomes necessary to charge taxes due 
on personal property against real property the 
County Collector shall select for that purpose some 
certain tract or lot of real estate owned by the per- 
son owing the taxon personal property and note 
the fact on his collection-book opposit the tract or 
lot so selected and show the amount of such per- 
sonal tax. He shall also make the same entries in 
his delinquent list on which he asks judg- 
ment, which shall be sufficient, if 
no valid objection is shown, to au- 
thorize judgment against such tract or lot for 
such personal property tax, provided that, in 
making such selection of real property, the Col- 
lector shall not select and sell the humestead of 
the taxpayer, unless he owns no other real estate 
in the county of sufficient value to pay such per- 
sonal tax. 

The following, also presented by Mr. Duff, 
was adopted as a new section to the Revenue 
code: 

Whenever any county, city, town, village, or 
school district is entitled to any part of the 
taxes or special assessments for which any 
real property is offered for sale under this 
act, as delinquent lands or lots, it shall be lawful 
for such county, city town, village, or school dis- 
trict to purchase such real estate, and by its agents 
or officers give notice and make the necessary affi- 
davit for obtaining a deed under such purchase, 
and mayacquire title to the real estate 80 pur- 
chased and convey the same, the same as individ- 
uals may do, provided, every county, city, town, 
village, orschool district acquiring title to any 
real estate under this section, if not otherwise dis- 
posed of, shall at least once in each year offer the 
same at publicsale for cash in hand, the time, 
place, andterms of sale to be advertised as in the 
case of Sheriffs sales of real estate.

AN ELEVATOR BATH. 
TAKEN BY PERSONS IN THE COUNTY-BUILD- 
ING CAGES. 

The miserable attention paid to the running 
of the elevators at the County-Building was 
illustrated yesterday morning, when, through 
the carelesness of the operator at Elevator No. 
1, the standpipe that furnished it with water 
was burst and the contents poured down in ael-

When the pipe burst 
the’ elevator dropped suddenly about fifteen 
feet, when it gradually sunk to the basement 
floor, the water meanwhile pouring down upon 
the passengers with a vengeance that could not 
be averted. There was no escape for the pris- 
onersin the elevator cage until the catch- 
spring on the basement floor was reached, and 
after the sudden drop of fitteen feet the 
drenching trip between the first floor and base- 
ment was indeed damp, siow, and decidediy 
monotonous. J. P. Jackson of No. 522 South 
State street was about the worst scared and 
worse drenched individual in the car; in fact, 
he was so badly prostrated that he had to be 
taken home io a carriage. 

Some weeks ago the careless manner in 
which the elevators was managed, and espe- 
cially the way in which the drivers stopped them 
by sudden jerks of the valves, was written up 
in Tas TRIBUNE, and for some time after Chief 
Janitor Phillips made his men exercise a little 
more care in the matter of overloading their 
cars and jerking their valves. For the last 
three weeks, however, the elevators have been 
run on the old go-as-you-please principle, and 
if it is carried out much longer Coroner Hertz 
will have a wholesale inquest on his hands 
without stirrmg out of the precincts of his 
Office. The engineer of the Court-House says 
the broken pipe was in about the same con- 
dition as the other tour, and, while all of them 
may be somewhat worn and out of their 
Original position by reason of the rapidly set- 
tlmg Court-House, still they would do good 
service for some years longer if proper care 
were exercised in not overloading the elevators 
and jerking the valves at floor landings.

Council the following amendment to the ordi- 
nance of the Sectional Underground Company 
and to prevent its passage: 

SEC. 11. In all cases where the interests of the 
city and the preservation of its pavements require 
that the line or lines of wire authorized to be laid 
shall be placed in the space underneath the side- 
walks of the city, the Commissioner of Public 
Works may issue permits for that purpose. Such 
permits shall specify that the said line or lines of 
wire shall be laid in such manner that they will 
least inconvenience the persons occupying such 
sidewalk space, and shall require that the same 
shall be made entirely safe and secure; such per- 
mits shall be issued upon such terms and condi- 
tions in all respects as may be imposed dy the 
Commissioner of Public Works for the best pro- 
tection of the rights of the city and of the property- 
owners. Such permits shall carry the right to 
place such wires in the areas underneath sidewalks, 
any permit or privilege held by the owner of the 
abutting property, or tenants of the same, to the 
contrary notwithstanding. 

The meeting was occupied in desultory con- 
versation, as it was deemed very advisable to 
have a larger attendance of those interested, 
and for this purpose an adjournment was had 
until 8 o’clock today, when it is hoped the at- 
tendance will be large. 

Mr. Cummings said: The area under the 
hollow sidewalks is now taken up by the boil- 
ers, engines, and stocks of our commercial in- 
terests, and this company wants to encroach 
on these private rights. While the property- 
owners have no legal right to this space under 
the sidewalk. they insist that if a right is grant- 
ed to any one it should be to the people owning 
the property behind the walk. If an accident 
occurs upon the sidewalk the property-owner 
is generally held responsible, and, moreover, 
he generally bears the expense of repairs and 
improvement. Why, then, should a corpora- 
tion come in and without any remuneration to 
the city or property-holder receive privileges 
from which it expects to make money? it the 
company would limit the space to a six-inch 
pipe no one would care so much; but will it?“ 

It is no wonder that the property-owners 
take alarm when they see the thieves of the 
Council taking the first steps toward dispos- 
sessing them of rights which they have so long 
enjoyed. They understand well, from long ex- 
perience with the rascals, that what they are 
aiming at is to sell to this company a part of 
the space under the sidewalks, not because the 
Aldermen have any concern for the public in- 
terests, but because they want to make some 
money. The property-owners know from ex- 
perience just how this thing will be managed. 
The right will be sola to this company to put 
under the sidewalk a pipe which shall not be 
more than an inch in thickness. Then, 
in the course of time, this or another 
Council will want more money, and will pro- 
pose to sell to the company the right to use all 
the space. The company will naturally accept, 
and then the people who have occupied it for 
years wil find themselves ejected with as little 
ceremony as if they were Irish tenants who 
had paid no rent for a year or more. The 
whole thing is a plain steal—a clear money- 
making scheme on the part of the Aldermen— 
and, if the property-owners submit now, they 
might as well give up all the rights they have 
and deliver themselves over body and soul to 
the thieving Aldermen to be sold out when and

HENNEPIN CANAL. 
ITS CLAIMS TO BE BROUGHT BEFORE CON- 
GRESS IN PROPER SHAPE. 

A conference of the Executive Committee of 
the Lake Michigan and Mississippi River Canal 
Commission was held at the office of William 
Bross yesterday afternoon. Mr. Bross occu- 
pied the chair, and there were present of the 
Executive Committee and Commissioners Con- 
gressman Murphy of Iowa; State-Senator 
George H. French, Davenport, Ia.; State-Sen- 
ator L. B. Ray, Morris, III.; Col. Utiey, Dixon, 
III.; Congressman Plumb, Streator, III.; Thomas 
Murdoch, Mayor of Rock Island, II.; Col. 
Beardsley, Rock Island, III.; and Capt. J. G. 
Ellwood, Joliet, who appeared for A. C. Mar- 
shall. The object of the conference was te 
bring the claims of the Hennepin Canal before 
Congress at its approaching session. The pro- 
ceedings were chiefly of an informal character, 
but many practical and important suggestions 
were made by Congressman Murphy, Col. 
Utley, Senator Ray, and Col. Beardsley, and 
resolutions bearing on the subject were 
adopted. The Executive Committee will meet 
again during the Christmas vacation. 

During the course of the meeting Congressman 
Marpby read an article which appeared in the 
Utica (N. T.) Daily Press, Nov. 15, in which the 
proposed Hennepin Canal is referred to as “as 
truly National a work as there ever could be 
in the United States.” In referrmg to the 
short distance between Hennepin and the Mis- 
sisippi River, over which it is proposed to 
construct the canal which will make a clean 
waterway from the sea at New York through 
Chicago and on through the Mississippi to the 
sea below New Orleans, the article says: 
“ Build this short canal, and the greatest 
waterway in the world is open. The Hennepin 
Canal is strictly Nauonal in every letter of its 
name and every shovelful of its yet undis- 
turbed earth. If built, and even not a river 
barge ever went through, it would be a regu- 
lator of freights and lead to good results.“ 


CALL FOR THE CASH. 
A POLICE INVITATION TO A MIDDLE-AGED 
STRANGER. 

A stranger from some of the back counties 
drifted into Peter Croon’s saloon, on the corner 
of Kinzie and Desplaines streets, the night be- 
fore last and offered the barkeeper a $10 bill in 
payment for a drink.

Both were in fair 
request. Eggs were very firm and some houses 
quoted them ile higher. The butter and cheese 
markets were unchanged as to values. while a 
steadier feeling was noted in the former, with the 
latter more quiet. The exports of butter for the 
six months ending Oct. 31 were 12.760,050 Ibs, and 
cheese 68,514,934 Ibs, as against 14,970,023 ibs but- 
ter and 86,716,650 los cheese in 1884. The exports 
of butter forthe last month aggregated 2,317,898 
ibs, and cheese 6,84 1. 750 Ibs. There were no new 
developments in the market for groceries. Hay 
was steady, except that upland prairie was 25@50c 
lower, owing to large offerings. The demand was 
fair. 

Very little, if any, improvement was noted in 
the dry-goods market. There was still a quiet de- 
mand for seasonable goods by buyers in person, 
and a moderate volume of mail and telegraph 
orders came in from the country. Spring fabrics 
are beginning to receive attention, and several 
houses will soon be busy supplying these staples 
to the trade. 

The Chicago report of the visible supply, as pub- 
lished in THE TRIBUNE of yesterday, gave the 
quantity of corn as about 900,000 ba less than the 
fact. The error was in the figures telegraphed 
from New York purporting to give the quantity of 
corn afloat on the Erie Canal. It was suspected to 
be erroneous, and Secretary Stone telegraphed 
back Monday night asking about ft, but was as—- 
sured that the figures as given were correct. The 
figures for grain afioat on the canals are made up 
by Mr. Walker, and should therefore be the same 
in both statements. 

The wag of the board accounted for the strength 
in corn yesterday by suggesting that. the boom in 
wheat will materially increase the consumption of 
whisky, and the distillers want to prepare for the 
increased demand. 

One of the men who have hitherto been per- 
sistent beurs In wheat said yesterday that the mar- 
ket is 10e too high for value, but that he was tak- 
ing in his shorts all the same. He thonght it quite 
possibie that there will be a squeese in the article 
before long. in spite of the enormous visible sup- 
ply which bas hitherto been regarded asan as- 
surance against corners, as it was not supposed 
any one would be hardy enough to attempt to 
handle it. yt, said he, I am not at all sure 
about it HOW, though I am not one of those who 
really expect that a squeeze Will come.”’

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King of Toledo says: Michigan, Ohio, Indiana, 
Illinois, Kansas, and Missouri are the ‘important 
winter wheat States, They usually raise nearly 
half of the entire wheat crop of the United States. 
The shurtage in the present crop—of’ 356,000,000 
bu, against 512,000,000 bu the previous year—was 
mostiy in these States. During the last five days 
we have received 800 crop reports from grain deal- 
ers and millers, covering 852 of the important wheat 
counties of those States. They show that the grow- 
ing crop has secured a very favorable start, most 
of the reports saying ‘Never better,’ while 
a very few report slight damage by fy. 
The area sown this fall is somewhat larger than 
the amount harvested on the last crop, but will not 
equal the amount sown last fail. Indiana shows a 
liberal and Michigan a fair increase, and Ohio a 
small one. IIlinois shows important decrease, es- 
pecially in some of the largest counties, such as 
Pike, Madison, Christian, and Macoupin. Our re- 
ports from Missouri and Kansas are less complete, 
but show a material decrease in some of the prin- 
cipal counties of the latter State and a smalier de- 
crease in the former State. Michigun reports 
three-fifths of last crop remaining, Ohio over halt, 
Indiana nearly half, and ali of them have a surplus 
to spare. Missouri reports nearly half, Kansas a 
third, and Iilinots a quarter of last crop on hand, 
but all will (Illinois “especially) have to import 
more to supply their local requirements.“
